Radio Programs 


Two men who discovered the 
vastness of Michigan’s great min- 
eral will be saluted on University 
of Michigan radio programs pro- 
duced for use in rural schvols in 
the state. 

“Radio Classroom” will dram- 
atize ‘the story of Douglass 
Houghton’s rgad survey in the 
1840’s which turned up the en- 
ormous copper deposits in the Ke- 
weenaw Peninsu 
in the weekly radio series will 
describe the charting of Michi- 
gan’s iron deposits in the Upper 
Peninsula by William A. Burt.

U-M Publication 


All this modern talk about trips 
to the moon actually is old stuff. 

For, abcording to the current 
issue of the Classical Courier, 
published by the University of 
Michigan Department of Classi- 
cal Studies, one of the first rec- 
orded flights to the moon was 
made many centuries ago.
